CANNOT WAIVE RIGHTS. 


Interesting Decision Regarding Naval 


Statute of Limitations. 


C. E. WALKER HURT. 


SKY FARM. 


The secretarv of the- navy has rcn- 


doi "d an interesting decision in con- 
nection with the statute ot 
limita- 


tions as applied to naval 
offenses. 


That statute provide s that no person 
shall be ordered to trial by court-mar- 
tial or othpr\\ise punished for deser- 
tion or other offenKi-s in time ot peace 
where the alleged offc-nse v,as com- 
mitted more- than two years betorc- 
the itsiic of Iho order lor the trial. 
The question arose in the 
case 
01 


Thomas Gibbons, chief yeoman of the 
Vi-str.ins, who lelt the service with 
out permission August 27, 1F9S, am! 
only recently surrendod to the na\al 
authorities. 
He expressed a willing- j 


ness to submit to trial by court-mar- 
tial in order to clear his record, whifh 
he was confident he could elo when 
ill the circumstances 01 his departure 
>vere developed, 
lu other words, he 


desired to waive his rights under the 
statute of limitations, and the bureau 
to which the application was made- 
recommended that a court-martial bo 
appointed for his trial. 


When the case was presented to 


Secretary Long for his 
action, 
he 


ruled that the alleged offense having 
been committed "in time of peace," 
more- than two years ago, was barred 
by the statute of limitations and that 
Gibbons could not legally waive his 
rights under that statute. The Span- 
ish war terminated August 2, 1S5S, 
and Gibbons' alleged 
transgression 


occurred only rive days after peace 
had boon declared.
